3.WAY OLD AGE 
PENSION PROPOSAL 


Recommendations Also on 
Unemployment _Insur- 
ance, and Medical Aid — 
Bills Are Being Prepared. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.--Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will submit his pro- 
posals on social security legislation 
to Congress on Thursday. 
The program for Federal super- 


ment insurance, old age pensions, 
and medical aid systems will be ac- 
companied by a 30,000-word report 
by the special Roosevelt committee 
named by the President to study 
the subjects and make recommen- 
dations. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, and Representative Lewis 


(Dem.), Maryland, are preparing 
bills to cover the administration 
program. 

Old Age Pensions, 

The special committee is authori- 
tatively said to make old age pen- 
gion recommendations as follows: 

Joint Federal-State contributions 
to enable ‘those already above 69 
to maintain themselves at home. 

A compulsory old age pension 
system for those under 65, under 
which employer and employe would 
contribute to a fund to provide 
them with annuities after they 
pass 65. 

A voluntary plan through which 
agricultural workers and those not 
employed in industries which fall 
under the compulsory plan might 
pay into a fund that would give 
them an annuity after they are 66. 


Sliding Scale on 50-50 Basis. 


The first arrangement is said to 
contemplate a sliding scale of pen- 
sions ranging up to $25 or $30 a 
month in cities, with smaller sums 
in small towns and rural communi- 
ties. The Federal and State Gov- 
ernments would contribute to the 
payment of these pensions, proba- 
bly on a 50-50 basis. This is regard- 


ed as an inducement to the 20 
states which do not now have old) 
age pension plans to set them up. 
The Federal Government would | 
contribute, under this proposal, 
only to those states with pension 
systems whose standards measured 
up to those laid down by Congress. 
In this connection, it is argued it 
would be cheaper to provide a stip- 
ulated fund to enable old persons to 
maintain themselves in their homes 
than to move them to poor farms. 
Under a proposal for contribu- 
tions by employers and empioyes, it. 
is thought these would gradually 
build up reserve funds until aid 
from Federal and state govern- 
ments could be withdrawn. Such 
an annuity system, however, prob- 
ably would cover only the low wage 
groups, reaching up to a limit of 
incomes of about $2000 a year. 


Views on Voluntary Plan. 


The third or voluntary plan 
aroused a wide difference of opin- 
ion in the committee which shaped 
it. Several members felt that the 
agricultural and migratory workers 
whom the plan is designed to reach 
should be included in the group 
covered by the compulsory old age 
plan. Others argued that, because 
of lack of bookkeeping arrange- 
ments on farms and the non-per- 
manency of residence of these 
workers, such a mandatory plan 
could not be effectively enforced.

The audience found it all dull. 
The jury managed to preserve a 
semblance of mild interest. 

Another batch of photographic 
exhibits was given to the jury to 
demonstrate the similarities of the 
Hauptmann and ransom writings. 
Tyrrell traced more letters on his 
easel, and Juror No. 3, Mrs. Verna 
Snyder, yawned without restraint. 

Hauptmann had crossed his legs 
and stared blankly ahead. Mrs. 
Hauptmann had difficulty in keep- 
ing her eyes open. Once or twice 
her head nodded. 

Col. Lindbergh was, as he is al- 
ways, intensely interested in the 
proceedings. 

Tyrrell turned at one time to the 
resemblance between the ransom 
and specimen writings. 

“The two writings, when placed 
side by side do not seem to hav2 
any pictorial similarity,” he said, 
adding that a close examination, 
however, disclosed marked resem- 
blance among the various letters. 

The expert caused something of a 
stir when he declared: “There is 
pictorially a greater difference be- 
tween various sections of the dic- 
tated writing than there is between 
the ransom notes and sections of 
the dictated writing.” 

Considered Three Types. 

Tyrrell said his conclusions were 
reached after considering three 
types of Hauptmann’s writing: The 
ransom notes, the normal writings 
and the dictated writings. 

“T used all these to form my con- 
clusions,” he said. 

“There is,” he said, “the spelling 
of the word ‘not’ as ‘n-o-t-e.’ This 
occurs in all samples. 

“We have the word ‘the,’ spelled 


‘h-l-e,” the ‘L’ being formed by 
the uncrossed middle ‘T’,” he 
pointed out. 

Yesterday Osborn, the expert, 


called the letters “h-t-e.” 

He pointed out the word “right,” 
spelled “r-i-g-t-h,” and the word 
“night,” spelled ‘“n-i-h-g-t.” 

“This further shows, in my opin- 
ion, that the same person wrote all 
these specimens,” he said.. 

Lanigan directed the witness’ at- 
tention to another common peculi- 
arity. 

Q. Do the open “o’s” appear 
throughout the 56 pieces of writinz 
examined by you? A. Yes, it is the 
general practice throughout. 

“There is one other matter § I 
would like to call attention to,” the 
expert said: “That is the address

Lanigan closed the direct exam- 
ination by asking: “Now Mr. Tyr- 
rell, you have examined all the 
writings in this case?

Q. From your examination of the 
conceded writings, the request writ- 
ings and the ransom writings, can 
you say positively who wrote the 
ransom notes. A. I think so. 

Q. Then state it. A. The writer 
is identical. If Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann wrote the Hauptmann 
writings, he also wrote the ransom 
notes. 

Cross-Examination Starts. 

Cross-examination then was con- 
ducted by Frederick A. Pope. 

Q. How long have you been en- 
gaged in the examination of dis- 
puted documents? A. The difference 
between 1883 and 1934. My first 
case was in 1891. 

Pope asked how a person became 
a handwriting expert. The witness 
told him that study and experience 
were the prime essentials. 

Pope then directed the 
to the first ransom note. 

Q. Do you think the writer at- 
tempted to disguise his hand? A. 
Yes, 

Q. Would you say it was written 
with the left or right hand? A. I 
couldn't say. 

Pope sought to bring out that an 
expert could tell whether the right 
or left hand was used, but Tyrrell 
balked at making such a statement. 
He said sometimes it was possible 
to tell, but not always. 

Q. Did you notice any marked 
difference between the first ransom 
note and those received later by Dr. 
Condon? A. Yes. 

Q. How were the later ones dif-

been copied? .. ./What I mean is 
this: Besides malformation of let- 
ters, what other forms of handwrit- 
ing disguise are used?

Pope pressed the expert to out- 
line the types of subterfuges used 
by persons who were trying to dis- 
guise their writings. Tyrrell replied 
that the practice would vary with 
individuals.

Later Pope asked: “An educated 
man desiring to disguise or cam- 
ouflage his handwriting would use 
words that would hardly be _§ at- 
tributed to an educated man some- 
times, wouldn’t he?” 

Tyrrell replied that in such cases 
“they overlook something else that 
is far more significant.” 


Points Out “Dissimilarities.” 

Pope called attention to a dozen 
or more “dissimilarities” in the 
handwritings. 

Q. Now, I want you to compare 
that “i” with the final “d” in the 
word “Richard,” as it appears on 
the automobile license. The expert 
said he recognized a dissimilarity. 
He went to the easel, and with the 
defense counsel at his side, began 
an explanation of his findings. 

Chief Defense Attorney Reilly, tn 
response to a penciled request from 
reporters as to the purpose of de- 
fense questions on writings of “an 
educated man,” replied: “In Eu- 
rope—a person attending a univer- 
sity is classed as educated—a la- 
borer or carpenter like Hauptmann 
is nothing but @ mere peasant or 
laborer.” 

Pope said during the luncheon 
recess that he intended showing 
that the ransom notes were written 
by “an educated man,” and not by 
Hauptmann, the laborer. 

Spelling of “Not” Discussed. 

After the luncheon recess Pope 
asked Tyrrell if practically every 
writer would not make open “o’s” 
in writing such documents, as in 
this case. The expert said that al- 
most any writer might do that, but 
emphasized that he would not say 
practically every writer would do

Pope brought out the “o’s” in the 
request writing were not open at 
the top, and then abruptly dropped 
the subject. 

Q. You directed attention to the 
word “not,” which was spelled, 
“‘n-o-t-e?” A. Yes. 

Q. And what makes you think it 
(the word ‘note’) was an uncon- 
scious, incorrect spelling? A. Be- 
cause of its phonetic value. 

Pope asked him to explain, and 
Tyrrell pointed out that in German 
the word “not” would be pro- 
nounced almost as “note.” 

Q. Then it is your opinion that 
the ransom notes and other exhib- 
its were probably written by a per- 
son of German extraction? A. Yes. 

Pope seemed pleased at the an- 
Swer, and announced “I’ll return to 
that later.” 

Tests Given Expert. 

The ransom note and the Haupt- 
man writing habit of writing “New 
York” as a hyphenated word en- 
gaged Pope’s attention. 

Q. Have you ever seen it writ- 
ten that way? A. No, I have never 
seen it written that way. Of course, 
I live in Wisconsin. 

Pope then presented a miscel- 
laneous batch of envelopes and post 
cards and had the witness testify 
the address “New York” was sepa- 
rated by hyphens. 

On one exhibit, where the name 
and address had been removed, the 
expert balked at identifying the na- 
tionality of the handwriting from 
what remained on the envelope. 

“This” he protested, “is like a 
game you play when a boy: ‘Cover 
up a part and guess the rest.’” 


Pope withdrew the question after 
Wilentz interposed an objection. 


Pope then handed the witness a 
typewritten envelope sent from Eu- 
rope. The word “New York” was 
hyphenated, Tyrell said, but 
stressed that it had been made with 
a typewriter. 

Q. Typewriters make a hyphen, 
do they not? A. It depends on the 
operator. 


Foreign Words in Notes. 
Pope pressed the defense conten- 
tion that the errors which appear in 
the ransom notes were made pur- 
posely for the intention of disguise. 
He asked the witness at one point 
to indicate any foreign words in 


the ransom notes. Tyrrell answered 


there were several. The expert 
named as the first the use of the 
German “uns” for the English “us.” 

Pope callea attention to the 
rhetoric of the letter, which he 
termed “splendid.’ 

There was a heated dispute as 
Wilentz sought to end the ques- 
tioning. 

“You will have to point out the 
poor spelling throughout,” Wilentz 
said. 

“We are willing to admit that all 
those mistakes were made for pur- 
poses of disguise,” Pope told the 
Court. 

The Court reminded Pope that 
time must be saved and that all un- 
necessary questioning must be elim- 
inated. 

Pope proceeded to draw the at- 
tention of the jury and the witness 
to the correct use of “may” in the 
ransom notes, instead of “can,” how 
they carried the word “packet,” 
gnd other expressions which an 
educated man might use. 

The defense attorney also re- 
ferred to the expression “in hand,” 
and inquired if the expert did not 
consider that a clew that the writer 
was a business man. 

Tyrrell replied that tn his opinion 
the phrase “in hand” was the equiv- 
alent of the German “im hand.” He 
said the expression might be picked 
up readily. 

Q@. As a handwriting expert cf 
years and years of experience does 
it not seem rather odd to you that 
the word, “not,” probably the first 
the writer learned to spell, is mis- 
spelled “N-o-t-e?” A. Well, it might 
be. 

Contrasts in Spelling. 

Q. Then he spelled correctly the 
word, “hazardous?” A. Yes, 

The witness was quick to point 
out that the word “too” which pre- 
ceded “hazardous” was spelled “to.” 

Q. May it not indicate an effort 
to disguise his handwriting. A. No. 

Pope continued to develop his 
point that the misspelling of small 
words and the correct spelling of 
the big ones indicated an educated 
mind trying to disguise his identity. 

The expert pointed out in reply 
that the ransom writer, in his opin- 
ion, consulted authorities (indicat- 
ing dictionaries) to find the proper 
spelling of the difficult words, and 
spelled the ordinary words in the 
way to which he was accustomed. 

Tyrrell was asked to read from 
one of the ransom notes: “We can’t 
do it other ways because we don’t 
like to give up our safety please 
or to move the baby.” 

Q. Don’t you think 
shows intelligence? 
gree of intelligence. 

He was asked to read again from 
the ransom notes, and again Pope 
asked: Q. Is that note the note of 
the educated business man. A. Yes. 

Lawyer’s Clash. 

Attorney-General Wilentz de- 
manded: “Your honor, if counsel 
insists on injecting into the record 
his belief that these are the letters 
of an intelligent business man, I 
also want it on the record that in 
our opinion they are the letters of 
a kidnaper to the baby’s father.” 

“Your honor, I ask that the At- 
torney-General’s remarks be re- 
moved from the record and that 
the jury be instructed to disregard 
them,” Pope said. 

“The jury,” said Justice Trench- 
ard, “will disregard the remarks 
made by the Attorney-General.”

Q. And he was convicted, wasn’t 
he?

Well, the two occupied the same 
cell. There has always been some 
little doubt in my mind about it. 

Lanigan, on redirect examination, 
asked whether the witness was still 
convinced Haptmann was the ran- 
som note writer.

Fourth Expert Confirms Others. 

Walter then was called and went 
into a description of his methods 
and points of similarity in the con- 
ceded and disputed writings. 

“I examined all the ransom notes 
and reached the conclusion that all 
had been written by the same per- 
son. Then I examined the conceded 
Hauptmann writings,” he said. “In 
my opinion there is sufficient evi- 
dence for me to conclude that all 
those writings were written by the 
same person.” 

The expert turned to a large pho- 
tographic enlargement of specimens 
of the conceded and disputed writ- 
ings. 

Walter tcld the jury that in reacb- 
ing his conclusions in the case 
he took into consideration the fat 
“a writer doesn’t always write the 
same and may be attempting to dis- 


;| guise his hand.” 


“My opinion,” he said, “is that the 
writing in the ransom notes is an 
attempt at disguise. My opinion is 
not based on one characteristic 
alone.” 

Notes Slants of Words. 

He took a pointer and began +x- 
amination of the two sets of hand- 
writing on the chart. 

He professed to find similarities 
in almost every word. 

“This will show that the writer 
has the ability to change easily the 
direction and slant of the writing, 
he said, pointing to the ransom 
note “the” and the conceded “the.” 
The slant of the two words differs. 

Another chart was placed on the 
easel and Walter advanced further 
reasons for his conclusion that the 
ransom and Hauptmann writings 
were the work of one person. The 
same characteristics and peculi- 
arities which the three preceding 
experts commented on were also 
pointed out by Walter. 

Just as Walter was turned over 
to the defense for cross-examina- 
tion, Detective Arthur Johnson of 
New York City Police, who re- 
turned from Germany today with 
State witnesses arrived in court 
with Inspector John Lyons. He took 
a seat next to Lindbergh. 


Cross-Examining Walter. 

Egbert Rosecrans of the defense 
counsel began the cross-examina- 
tion of Walter.

A. As in these ran- 
som notes? “Yes,” said Rosecrans. 
A. I think it would be impossible. 

Possibility of Duplication. 

Q. Do you think that some of 
this writing might be duplicated? 
A. In a line or two, yes. But in 
14 notes, some of them of two 
pages, it would be impossible.

Two Sisters and Brother of Man Accused by 
Hauptmann Leave Ship at Quarantine 
For Trial.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Two sis- 
ters and a brother of Isador Fisch, 
from whom Bruno Richard Hapt- 
mann contends’ he received the 


Lindbergh ransom money found in 
his home, arrived today on the 
liner Ile de France to testify at 
Hauptmann’s trial for the murder 
of the Lindbergh baby. 

They were accompanied by a 
nurse listed with immigration au- 
thorities as Minna Stegnitiz, 42 
years old. 

The witnesses, as listed by immi- 
gration officials, were Pincus Fisch, 
25; Czerna Fisch, 33, and Hannah 
Fisch, 32. 

The identities of the four persons 
in the party brought back by De- 
tective Arthur Johnson of the New 
York Police Department, did not 


become known until a few hours 
after they had been hurried from 
the liner aboard a special cutter to 
the Brooklyn shore and taken away 
in an automobile, presumably di- 
rectly to Flemington, N. J. 

As the liner proceeded slowly into 
quarantine, the United States Coast 
Guard cutter Raritan trailed the 
vessel and pulled alongside as the 

ip dropped anchor. 

a: seat immigration officer and 
customs inspector hurried aboard, 
hastily passed the baggage and 
passports and released the wit- 
nesses immediately. The Raritan 
then cast off and set a course for 
Brooklyn. 

The transfer to the cutter re- 
quired only a very short period.

Hauptmann, Blitzer eaid, as- 
serted Fisch owed him $14,000, but 
had departed for Germany takinz 
all of his assets with him.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—An as- 
sertion that the World War created 
22,000 new millionaires in America 
‘|alone was made today by Chairman 
Nye in pleading with the Senate for 
$100,000 to continue the munitions 
committee’s investigation. 

The North Dakota independent 
Republican said the munitions in- 
dustry “seems to have lost all sense 
of decency and to be running wild- 
ly insane and rough-shod over the 
nations of the world.” 

“Not a member of the investigat- 
ing committee believes we should 
jeopardize in any way the national 
defense,” Nye said, “but I say to you 
today that national defense has be- 
come a racket, an_ international 
racket more vicious in its conse- 
quences, more sweeping in its influ- 
ence than any other racket ever 
conceived. With the munitions in- 
dustry, national defense has be- 
come an insanity for profit.” 

Declaring that America was 
spending this year on military pre- 
paredness more than twice as much 
as in the year before the great war, 
Nye asked: “Why these constant- 
ly enlarged plans and preparations 
for war? Why these repeated fail- 
ures to accomplish understanding in 
disarmament conferences? The an- 
swer is to be found, in a very large 
measure, in the hearings which 
have been conducted by the Senate 
committee. Those hearings disclose 
a fondness for profit and a scorn 
for the cause of disarmament 
among munitions makers of tho 
world. If we can somehow find the 
way to make for less dollar prosper- 
ity in times of war than in times of

Judge Nike Sevier directed the 
company to deposit the impounded | 
amounts, estimated at about $350,- 
000 a year, in the Central Missouri 
Trust Co., at Jefferson City, and to 
furnish a bond of $20,000 to assure 
compliance. with the order. 

Firm to Keep Record. 

The company also was directed 
to keep a record of payments by 
customers affected by the reduc- 
tion, including names, addresses 
and amounts, to guide the court in 
distribution of the money to the 
users if the reduction finally is sus- 
tained. If the company finally wins 
on appeal, the impounded amount 
will revert to it.

Even a 
cake of soap or a basket of onions 
bore swastika pennants. The shops

This announcement came from an 
authoritative source after the Brit- 
ish Cabinet yesterday reviewed the 
European outlook in the light of the 
improved atmosphere resulting from 
the Franco-German agreement of 
Rome last month and the Saar’s 
plebiscite.

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ST. LOUIS LOSING 
CITY PLAN LEAD, 
SAYS E. J. RUSSELL 


Impossible to Maintain It 
Under Present Circum- 
stances, Chairman of 
Commission Writes. 


Under present circumstances of 
the City Plan Commission it has 
become impossible for St. Louis to 
retain its leadership in city plan- 
ning, E. J. Russell, chairman of the 
commission, declared in a letter to 
Prof. A. S. Langsdorf, vice chair- 


man, made public today. 

The communication was prompted 
by a recent letter to the commis- 
sion by Prof. Langsdorf, criticising 
its inactivity. 

“I am hopeful,” Russell wrote to 
his colleague, “that your letter will 
bring matters to a head in order 
that we may know where we stand. 
If we are to continue to’ function 
vigorously, it is essential that we 
have sufficient income to secure 
all of the technical assistants that 
would be required. It is also essen- 
tial that we have a thorough un- 
derstanding with and the co-opera- 
tion of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice and the Board of Aldermen. 
There is work to be done, we are 
all willing to do it, and I trust that 
we will be given the means to ac- 
complish it.” 

The correspondence was before 
the commission for discussion to- 
day. Prof. Langsdorf said when 
his letter was published that he 
wrote it because of rumors of a 
plan at City Hall to “scrap” the 
commission, 


Present Staff Inadequate. 

Few meetings were held last year, 
Russell explained, because of lack 
of business of sufficient importance, 
as a result of having a limited 
technical staff under reduced ap- 
propriations. 

“Our staff,” he said, “cannot do 
‘more than scratch the surface in 
the problems that belong to city 
planning. This is a matter of grave 
concern, particularly at a time 
when the national administration is 
vigorously advocating planning on 
such a broad scale.” 

Agreeing with the vice-chairman 
that there was much planning work 
to be done, Russell stressed the 
need for a new analysis of condi- 
tions in the eastern end of the 
downtown district, “because of the 
increasing number of vacancies in 
buildings in this section, and this 
tendency seems to be on the in- 
crease, accelerating the depreciation 
now going on.” 

This area must be made much 
more accessible, he declared, either 
by widening Third street and pro- 
viding for parking many automo- 
biles in that vicinity, or by estab- 
lishing bus terminals east of Third 
street, keeping the busses out of 
congested streets. The volume of 
passengers brought to the city on 
busses would help rent vacant prop- 
erty, and better parking facilities 
would invite residents of the East 
Side to visit St. Louis more fre- 
quently, Russell asserted. 


Transit Situation Needs Study. 


The transit situation, he  con- 
tinued, might be restudied because 
of the increasing popularity of lo- 
cal busses. He thought it would 
be impossible to replace trolleys 
completely with busses, and sug- 
gested considering subways for all 
trolleys east of Nineteenth street, 
between Franklin and Clark ave- 
nues. He would have busses carry 
passengers to the outer ends of the 
underground car lines. 

Other studies recommended by 
Russell were: Parking problems; 
smoke elimination; co-ordination of 
city planning with regional and 
State planning, perhaps requiring 
State legislation; co-operation with 
surrounding counties for providing 
a comprehensive outer park system 
before land costs become prohibi- 
tive; analysis of property use, 
which probably would show the 
city is zoned. for much more mer- 
cantile property than it could 
possibly need; restudy of zoning 
in the light of other cities’ experi- 
ence. 

“I am glad,” Russell wrote to 
Prof. Langsdorf, “that you men- 
tioned the relationship of the com- 
mission to the Board of Publie Ser- 
vice, because that is something that 
has apparently been lost sight of. 
The commission. composed as it is 
of officials and civic-minded citi- 
zens, with its powers limited to 
making surveys and recommenda- 
tions, should be a most valuable ad- 
junct of the board, with the entire 
city sharing in the benefits.”

COAL DEALERS PROTES! 


Ask for Restoration of Relief 
Business Transferred to 
Track-Side Retailers. 


A petition submitted to the Illi- 
nois Emergency Relief Commission 


yesterday by the East St. Louis 
Off-Track Retail Coal Dealers’ As- 
sociation and the Union Coal and 


the commission to rescind its order 
of Dec. 27 removing the relief coal 
business from 175 East St. Louis 
off-track dealers and concentrating 
it in the hands of 21 track-side 
dealers. 

The petitioners contend that the 
order is discriminatory; that if it is 
not rescinded 80 of the 175 off- 
track dealers will be threatened 
with bankruptcy; that many St. 
Clair and Madison County mines 
supplying the dealers’ will face 
drastic curtailment of operations, 
and that many truck drivers and 
miners will be thrown on relief. 
The petition says the depression 
has reduced the cash business of 
off-track dealers by 60 per cent. 

The off-track dealers offer to re- 
fund 32% cents on each ton of coal 
to the commission to offset the 28 
cents a ton refund given by the 
track-side dealers. To facilitate col- 
lection of this refund, the dealers 
propose to arrange for its payment 
at the mine, the operator collecting 
from the dealer his share of the 
refund. ‘ 

The petition contends that the 
diversion of the relief business to 
track-side dealers cannot be justi- 
fied on the basis of larger invest- 
ment. Track-side dealers, it is stat 
ed, almost without exception oper- 
ate on leased ground. The peti- 
tioners assert that the investments 
of 80 off-track dealers most serious- 
ly affected exceed those of the 21 
track-side dealers. 

The track-side dealers, the peti- 
tion continues, are not, as in the 
case of the off-track dealers, al- 
most wholly dependent on relief 
orders, handling as they do the 
bulk of the retail coal business in 
East St. Louis. 

Both dealers handling relief or- 
ders are qualified under the Divi- 
sional Coal Code Authority and 
charge the same price to the com- 
mission, $4.54 a ton. The off-track 
dealers truck coal from St. Clair 
and Madison County mines, while 
the track-side dealers ship it by 
railroad.

Both have been lent to the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art in New York 
for a special exhibition of Bing- 
ham’s work next month.

The self portrait was one of Bing. 
ham’s early pictures, painted about 
1835 when he was in his early twen- 
ties. Not until two years after it

Yet the self por-| 
trait is accounted a meritorious | 
painting for its native power and 
draftsmanship.

a landing in a cornfield about six 
miles away. 


Lieut. W. B.: Morgan, who 
escaped, identified the two men 
who were killed as Lieut. Hender- 
son Wheeler, pilot, and Lieut. Rich- 
ard Miller, observer, of Indianapo- 
lis. All, said Morgan, were inem- 
bers of the 113th Observation 
squadron of the Indiana National 
Guard. 

Wheeler and Miller, a witness of 
the accident said, jumped from the 
ship, but their parachutes did not 
open sufficiently before they struck 
the ground. 

Lieut. Morgan reported that the 
planes were flying low and he was 
in the lead. 

“All of a sudden the other ship 
appeared on my right, coming up 
from behind me,” he said. “He 


turned in on me and that’s when| 


we ran together. We were flying a 
little off course and my first im- 
pression was that Lieut. Wheeler 
was trying to show me the way to 
the airport—that he was trying to 
turn me back on the course. It 
may have been that his plane was 
out of control.” 

The tips were torn from the 
wings on the right side of Mor- 
gan’s plane. Clark Couch, farmer 
who witnessed the _ collision, said 
that a wing was torn completely 
off the plane flown by Lieut. 
Wheeler. 

After landing his torn ship on 
a smooth grass field, Morgan went 
to a farm house and collapsed be- 
fore he could tell the residents 
what had happened. He recovered 
consciousness soon,

The Senate Committee reported 
that it had been unable to obtain 
accurate information as to the num- 
ber of persons in Missouri more 
than 70 years old and who had no 
means of support equal to $25 per 
month, the class that would come 
within any bill likely to be enacted. 

It found that according to the 
last Federal census there were in 
Missouri 114,325 persons more than 
70 years old, but the proportion 
who would be eligible to pensions 
it confessed itself unable to deter- 
mine. 

Data From Blind Pensions. 

Its belief that the number would 
be very large was indicated, how- 
ever, by its reference to the experi- 
ence of the State in blind pensions. 
The last Federal census showed the 
total number of blind persons in 
the State to be 3879 and the follow- 
ing year there were 3428 blind per- 
sons on the pension rolls, or 88 per 
cent. 

The report gave statistics from 
17 states having some form of old- 
age pensions, showing that the av- 
erage per capita cost in these states 
had increased from 64 cents in 1931 
to 81 cents in 1933, and that the 
average payment per pensioner in 
1933 was $249.88. 

While the several —. bills 
introduction differ in their provis- 
ions, the general plan proposed is 
for a maximum pension of $25 per 
month for all persons more than 
70 years old, who have resided in 
the State 15 years, and whose in- 
come does not exceed that amount. 
The exact pension to be paid by 
the State would be decreased by 
the amount of income the pen- 
sioner might have from. other 
sources. 

The indications are that the oppo- 


| sition to the passage of a pension 


bill, both the administration and 
Senator Kinney and others who are 
actually opposed to pensions of any 
kind, will be directed toward delay 
on the ground that Congress may 
save the State the expense by pass- 
ing a national bill. But, unless pres- 
ent signs fail, a bill will be passed 
and provision made for meeting the 
cost either through a poll tax or a 
tobacco tax.

ITALY MAKES DRASTIC CUT 
IN BUDGET FOR 1935-36 


Seeks to Reduce Deficit to $142,- 
204,900, Compared With Current 
$254,871,800.

ROME, Jan. 5.—A drastic reduc- 


tion in Italy’s national deficit for 
1935-36 to a figure a little more 
than half that of the eurrent fiscal 
year was aimed at in the budget 
approved by the Cabinet today.

Assembly Asked to Submit Plan 
for Body of 48 Members to 
Voters in 1936.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15. — 
Amendment of the Missouri Consti- 
tution to substitute a one-house 
Legislature for the present bicam- 
eral body is proposed in a reso- 
lution introduced in the Hcuse to- 
day by Representative O. K. Arm- 
strong (Rep.), Springfield. 

The resolution, if adopted by 
both Houses, would submit the pro- 
posed amendment to voters in the 
general election in November, 1936. 

Armstrong said his plan ‘vas mod- 
eled after that recently adopted in 
Nebraska through a constitutional 
amendment. He said he recently 
had conferred in Washington with 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, who 
sponsored the Nebraska system. 

Under the Armstrong plan, the 
legislative body would be made up 
of 48 members, elected for two-year 
terms from 48 districts, and would 
hold its first session in 1939.

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Association Favors Measure 


Like British Act Barring

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — The 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers intends to propose legisla- 
tion to prohibit general and sym- 
pathetic strikes. its officers an- 
nounced last night. 

The association also announced 
opposition to the proposed Wagner 
Labor Disputes Bill and to suggest- 
ed legislation to unionize industry 
by placing it under a labor iaw sim- 


ilar to the Railway Labor Act. 

The bill proposed by the associa- 
tion would be similar to ihe Brit- 
ish Trades Disputes Act of 1927, 
This act, as analyzed by the associ- 
ation, makes strikes or iock-outs 
illegal “if the object is other than 
in furtherance of a trade dispute 
in the industry in which the strik- 
ers or employers locking out are 
engaged,” or if they are “designed 
to coerce the Government directly 
or by inflicting hardship on the 
community.” 

Senator Wagner’s bill, which the 
association opposes, would outlaw 
company unions, provide for “ma- 
jority rule” for collective bargain- 
ing, and continue the present La- 
bor Relations Board set-up. Wag- 
ner (Dem.)»New York, intends to 
introduce the bill after further con- 
ferences with the President and la- 
bor leaders. 

Wagner said his measure would 
“make labor free” and prevent “in- 
timidation.” Employers attacked a 
similar measure last session as a 
bill to drive all workingmen into 
standard unions, whether they 
wanted to join or not. 

The suggestion to promote union- 
ization by a law similar to the rail- 
way act came from one z2roup of 
President Roosevelt’s labor advis- 
ers. 

Officials of the manufacturers’ 
association contended that either 
proposal would be unconstitutional 
if enacted.

THE WAR OVER PRICE-FIXING. 

The price-fixing provisions of the NRA codes have 
boosted prices faster and farther than the labor 
provisions have raised wages. They have thus in- 
creased the cost of living, reduced consumption and 
delayed recovery. By supplementing and strength- 
ening the monopolistic practices which were already 
in use, they have increased profits at the expense of 
employment. Artificial prices have provoked wide- 
spread bootlegging. The Government has been sad- 
dled with an utterly impossible task of administra- 
tion. The experiment, unless it is abandoned, can 
only lead in the direction of industrial regimentation. 

Such was the testimony presented by the opponents 
ef price-fixing at the price policy hearings before 
the National Industrial Recovery Board in Wash- 
ington last week. Included in their number were 
manufacturers and retailers, representatives of chain 
stores and mail order houses, municipal, state and 
institutional purchasing agents, spokesmen of the 
Farm Bureau Federation, the League of Women Vot- 
ers and the Consumers’ Advisory Board of NRA. 

In defense of price-fixing, there came a long pro- 
cession of business men, code officials and trade as- 
sociation executives. Each of these witnesses argued 
against price-fixing in general, for the particular 
form of price-fixing contained in his own code. Re- 
tailers opposed price-fixing by manufacturers, but 
pleaded for a minimum mark-up for themselves. Fur- 
niture manufacturers denounced price-fixing for lum- 
ber, but urged “cost protection” for furniture. “Our 
business is different,” was the invariable theme. Un- 
fortunately, the amount of factual evidence presented 
was small. 

If they did nothing else, the hearings served at 
least to demonstrate the impossibility of establish- 
ing valid generalizations on many of the conse- 
quences of the price program. Does price control 
promote competition or monopoly? Basing points, 
minimum prices, machine limitations and other de- 
vices make for monopoly. Open price-fixing, on the 
other hand, if properly safeguarded, may stimulate 
more active competition. Elsewhere it may be used 
as a club in the hands of the monopolist. Does price-

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STRUCTURE OF MISSOURI GOVERNMENT. 

A professional survey of Missouri’s government, 
with a view to modernizing it in the interest of 
economy and efficiency, is proposed by the League 
of Women Voters. 

In this connection, it is often overlooked that a 
great many changes in the structure of the State 
Government were made by the 1933 Legislature, in 
pursuance of suggestions by the Committee on Tax- 
ation and Governmental Reform. This committee, 
created by the Missouri Farmers’ Association, con- 
sisted of 10 members of the Legislature, five Demo- 
erats and five Republicans, with former Senator 
David L. Bales as chairman. 

Recommendations of the committee enacted into 
law included abolition of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, the State Fair Board, the Marketing Bureau, 
the Plant Division, the Bureau of Dairying, the Api- 
ary Department, the Forestry Department and the 
Egg-Inspecting Department of the Pure Food and 
Drug Department. All essential duties of these bu- 
reaus were vested in the newly-created office of Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. 

The State Board of Charities and Corrections was 
abolished and its duties transferred to the State 
Eleemosynary Board. The latter board also took 
over the duties of the Commission for the Blind. The 
office of Pure Food and Drug Commissioner was 
abolished and its duties given over to the Health 
Department. Other agencies abolished were the 
Escheats Commission, Seminary Fund Commission, 
Resources Museum Commission, the Bureau of Ge- 
ology and Mines, the office of State Director of Phys- 
ical Education and the Legislative Auditing Com- 
mittee.

Only chance for recovery and expansion of business is by raising people's purchasing 
power, says industrialist; finds most of his colleagues do not realize this, but 
thinks they will learn in time, and even make sacrifices to this end; increase 
in total wealth production is far more important, he adds, than redistribution.

dom hears reference to the need to increase 

year by year the purchasing power of 
the masses—of the wage earners, skilled 
and unskilled, and of the middle class. Least 
of all does one hear it from the industrial- 
ist. Yet on its application depend the con- 
tinued health and expansion of industry 
as a whole. 

The industrialist knows, in a hazy way, 
the importance of the consumer. He knows 
that business would promptly be good if 
people could buy. What he misses is 
that the .Power Age is blocked unless, 
year after year, our whole citizenry, and 
therefore individual men and women, have 
increased purchasing power. 

Further, he does not realize that the crea- 
tion of customers for the American manu- 
facturer has been, and is being, slowed up. 
There is no immigration. The birth rate 
is ‘declining; so rapidly that our population, 
statisticians assure us, will be stationary 
within 25 years. Foreign consumers of 
American manufactured goods grow fewer 
every year, because of speeding industriali- 


zation throughout the world. 
” - ” 


e discussions of the depression, one sel- 


The inevitable conclusion is that the 
manufacture of new customers tends to 
zero, and that the only hope of continued 
expansion of our industries lies in increas- 
ing the buying power of our present popu- 
lation, or of one not much larger. In no 
other way can we absorb. the volume of 
goods and services that is constantly in- 
creasing through the use of improved ma- 
chinery and processes. 

It may be contended that there is little 
value in considering principles governing 
the expansion of industry when even the 
present capacity is not employed. With that 
contention I cannot agree. 

Appreciation of the need of constantly in- 
creasing purchasing power would develop 
as great a concern for the welfare of cus- 
tomers as the manufacturer now has for 
the efficient operation of his plant. It 
would stimulate him to thrust aside all 
handicaps to that end. Changes in our 
banking system, even in his own propor- 
ticnate compensation, would courageously 


be made, just as at great sacrifice he im- 
proves his plant and his operating methods. 
i have faith that America’s industrialists 
will act courageously once they see that 
their future depends on steady increase of 
individual purchasing power, that is, the 
extension to the entire public of more and 
more of the physical good things of life. 

This attitude would be effective not only 
for the long pull, but for courageous grap- 
pling with the present situation. 

If it be contended that the industrialist’s 
present concern over unemployment is evi- 
dence of his appreciation of the broad prob- 
lem here discussed, I can answer that the 
conclusion is not valid for most of the in- 
dustrialists I have met. Here and there 
the principle is accepted, but not widely. 

. > * 

A corollary to this principle also lacks 
recognition, not alone by industrialists but 
by labor leaders, the latter in this respect 
being more obtuse than the former — the 
corollary that year by year we can divide 
only what we currently produce. Of course, 
the distribution of the annual income prop- 
erly deserves our attention. But of much 
more importance is the study of ways of 
increasing the production of wealth so that 
there will be more to divide. 

Why talk of the 30-hour week as perma- 
nently arrived or desirable when the stan- 
dard of living for great numbers is so low? 
True, a different distribution of income 
would raise the standard, but that alone, 
without increase in wealth production, 
would produce a result below the desidera- 
tum, 

It will, of course, be recognized that the 
argument for constant increase in purchas- 
ing power can be equally well based on the 
ground of social justice. That is effective 
with some. But more potent, in our work- 
aday world, is that based on self-interest. 
That is why I have chosen the factual and 
more material approach. 

How secure general industria] acceptance 
of these ideas? The answer is: by constant 
repetition of them by word and by ink, by 
all who have mouths and pens. The proc- 
ess is an educational one, and. unless there 
be many teachers, progress will be slow. 


Mark Twain's Centenary

B ETWEEN now and Nov. 30, the centen- 
nial of his birth, Hannibal, Mo., will de-

HANNIBAL, Mo., Jan. 15.—Lov- 
ers of Mark Twain inaugurated to- 
day the program to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of the creator of Tom Sawyer and 
Huckleberry Finn. 

At the White House, President 
Roosevelt will touch a golden key 
tonight and illuminate a memorial 
lighthouse on Cardiff Hill, where 
many years ago Tom and Huck 
chanted to the doodlebugs, pon- 
dered the severity of Aunt Polly 
and planned their futures. 

Gov. Guy B. Park will come to 
Hannibal today, as will many oth- 
ers, to honor the memory of Sam- 
uel L. Clemens, the Mississippi 
River pilot who became America’s 
most beloved humorist-philosopher. 

The celebration will center about 
the old Clemens home, a two-story 
frame house where Tom, an auto- 
biographical character, spent his 
boyhood. About it still stands a 
part of Aunt Polly’s board fence, 
whitewashed by Tom’s friends who 
traded dead rats, apple cores and 
broken knives for the privilege.

COTTON LOSES $1 A BALE 
BUT REGAINS A PART 


By the Associated Press, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—There was 
break of about $1 per bale in cotton today 
under renewed liquidation attributed to 
nervousness over the gold situation, com- 
bined with the action of foreign exchange 
markets and the weakness in stocks and 
other commodities. Stop orders were un- 
covered on the decline, hwich extended to 
12.27 for March and 12.32 for July, or 
about 20 to 22 points net lower. Offerings 
then tapered off and there were rallies 
of 8 or 9 points from the lowest following 
reports from Washington that the Treasury 
would continue to buy gold at $35 per 
ounce until further notice. These bulges 
were not fully maintained and the mid- 
afternoon market showed net losses of about 
14 to 18 points.

Bureau Announces Figures 
for 12-Year Period in 
Support of Permanent 
Registration Bill. 


A study of the cost of registra- 
tion of voters and of elections in St. 
Louis during the past 12 years, 
made to support a permanent reg- 
istration bill to be introduced in the 
Legislature, has been issued by the 
Bureau of Municipal Research. 

The bureau found that the aver- 
age annual cost of registering vot- 
ers had been 47.6 cents per person, 
compared with 12 cents in Milwau- 
kee, 5% cents in Minneapolis and 
4 cents in Portland, Ore. These 
cities have permanent registration. 
The bureau urged adoption of per- 
manent registration here as an 
economy and as an effective check 
on fraudulent voting. 

Three complete four-year cycles 
of registrations and elections were 
covered in the inquiry. A general 
registration, at which all voters 
must be enrolled anew, is held ev- 
ery four years, preceding the pres- 
idential election. Supplemental reg- 
istrations are held before most oth- 
er elections. Costs of the last three 
general registrations, the report 
stated have varied without any evi- 
dent relation to the number of per- 
sons registered. The records 
showed: 1924, cost $162,080, voters 
registered 303,150; 1928, cost $180,- 
318, registered 362,215; 1932, cost 
$135,428, registered 387,945. 

Supplemental Enrollments. 

Average cost of supplemental reg- 
istrations during the 12-year period 
was $71,777, or $2 per person regis- 
tered. The cost was less than $1 
per person on only one cccasion

in the enrollment preceding the 
special election of 1923 in which 
$87,372,500 in bonds were voted.

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Weather And 
Catching Cold 


Some Peoples in Far North 
Suffer Only When Ex- 
posed to Visitors.

HE very word “cold” indicates 
that weather conditions and 
temperature changes hav e 
something to do with it, and yet 
just what part this plays is very 
obscure. 

There is an island off the coast 
of the north of Scotland, St. Kil- 
da, which is subject to extremely 
severe temperatures. It has long 
been noted that the inhabitants go 
through the winter without colds, 
and develop them only in the spring, 
when the mainlanders come over. 
Artic epxlorers universally testify 
to the fact that the Eskimo seldom 
develops a cold, and there is a great 
group of hardy nudists and winter 
lake bathers who believe that their 
exposure hardens them and _ pro- 
tects them from colds. 

We must also note that even with 
severe winter weather everybody 
does not get a cold, although per- 
haps everyone is exposed to lowered 
temperatures, 

There are other factors in the 
winter which might predispose to 
this universal infection, and which 
consist really in lack of exposure to 
low temperatures rather than ex- 
posure. In other words, perhaps it 
is because we are in the house so 
much, in close contact with other 
human beings in a superheated at- 
mosphere, which puts a great 
strain upon the membrane of the 
nose and its germ-killing functions. 

The general condition of the body 
—that is to say, the state of body 
immunity—must be an extremely 
important factor in catching cold.

CORNELIUS VANDERBILT JR. 
and his first wife. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14. 


NDAUNTED by two previous 

matrimonial fiascoes, the in- 

trepid Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. 
as just promised to love, honor 
and cherish for the third time. And 
the latest bride gets a slightly old- 
er and more than slightly poorer 
Mr. Vanderbilt than the one who 
did the lock-step from Lohengrin 
| up the aisle of St. Thomas’ 15 years 
ago. 

That first wedding, to Rachel 
Littleton, made the front page with 
a detailed description of the wed- 
ding gifts valued at more then 
$1,000,000, including the $300,000

|General and Mrs. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, parents of the bridegroom. No 
point was omitted, even to the fact 
that the bride got an over-supply

This time Vanderbilt was reported 
as restorting to firearms instead of 
words to settle the disagreement. 
Resenting the attentions that Peter 
Arno, cartoonist, was paying the 
second Mrs. Vanderbilt, he armed 
himself with a revolver and in the 


Vanderbilt after he went broke in 
newspaper business. 


middle of the night set out to de- 
mand satisfaction, but halfway to 
the Arno home changed his mind 
and went back to bed. By which 
decision he probably avoided find- 
ing himself in a ridiculous situa- 
tion. For after the speech to which 
no doubt Arno would have had to 
listen informing him that as retri- 
bution for his misdeeds he must 
pay with his life, Vanderbilt would 
have found the laugh on himself. 
The weapon, it was found later, 
was unloaded. 

The whole affair culminated in 
the second Mrs. Vanderbilt’s di- 
vorce and Arno getting in the last 
word. Dismissing the incident as 
ridiculous, the cartoonist issued the 
following statement: “He said he 
was going to train with Jack Demp- 
sey and fight me. I said, ‘All 
right; I'll train with Jackie Coo- 
gan.’” And Vanderbilt went back 
to his political and editorial activi- 


ties.

O add to his troubles, he was 
T sued by E. J. Ralph, former city 
editor of one of the newspapers 
he once owned. Ralph accused him 
of making damaging statements 
against him in a magazine article 
and was awarded an $11,090 judg- 
ment, but Vanderbilt told the Court 
he was unable to pay. His fortune, 
he declared, amounted to exactly 
$120, consisting of $70 in the bank 
and $50 in his pocket, all that re- 
mained of a $250 fee he earned 
by serving as a judge in a beauty 
contest.
